strained its before, but put in a separate 
room, so that.tho heat of the new milk shall 
not sour tho night's milk. 
After tho milk 


baa stood twenty four hours tho cream is 
taken off, and placed where the temperature j 
is low or on ice. When enough 1ms been 
collected for churning, tho cream is put into 
& tin dish churn and agitaledgontly. 
If tho 


temperature is about sixty two degrees, it 
will make butter very soon, otherwise it 
must bo cooled or warmed as tho caso re- 
quires. 


The tray, Indie, and all tho utensils need- 


ed, are wot with scalding water and then 
cooled. 
Tho butter is taken from tho churn 


into clear, spring v/ator, in which a little 
salt Ins boeu dissolved, and cooled 
with 


lumps of ice. The luulo is used freely in 
bringing every part of tho butter in con- 
tact with 
tho water. 
Then the salting ia 


done by adding a small cupful 
of salt to 


every four pounds of butter, and mixing it 
well with tho ladle, after which the butter 
is set away in a cool place for a few hours. 
Tho second working with tho ladle is filial. 
Then tho butter is weighed nnd rolled in 
one or two pound lumps and set on plates 
iu the cellar on a zinc floor, and covered 
with tin pans, where it remains until packed 
in ice and ready for market. 
About 2,000 


pounds of butter are thus made here in a 
year.
